remains very quiet'and [undoubtedly will 
forjsome time. No oilers have been 
made for tho ''SO crop yet, and many 
farmers-are now beginning .to strip. It 
seems as though 'tins process is being 
commenced too soon, for certainly much 
of the tobacco which has been taken 
down is unfit to handle. There is very 
littlo Wisconsin tobacco ot this ^year's 
crop whicn will be ready to strip .for two 
or three weeks. 


According to the reports in "ilrad- 


strocts" the 1S85 crop will bo tbe largest 
ever produced in tha state. It will have 
nn. acreage of 29,200, nearly double fhat 
of 1SSI, and out ot this Bock county has 
nearly 11,500, Dane stanes at tbe head 
with 13,750 acres and the remainder if 
distributed through Jetl'erson, Columbia, 
Grean, Bauk, Richlund, Will worth, Grant, 
and 
Vernou. 
Tho average damage 


through the state will be about 24 per 
oont. Altogether tho production will foc^ 
up about 81,000 oases for Wisconsin, Kock 
growing 35,000 cases. Very little of any- 
thing but Havana has been grown in the 
state. This treenndous growth is one 
reason why Wisconsin dees not bold a 
higher place in tho market.

1884 wrappers by Mr. Samuel Grundy to 
Hibbard, GodJen & Ehrler.
